WHEREAS, The Planning and Development Department has established a need for increased fees to
balance the Consumer Price Index of services and an irregular fee structure among other similar departments across

WHEREAS, Boone County believes that fees should reflect, as accurate as possible, the cost of supplying
services, and

WHEREAS, Boone County establishes the following schedule of fees for the Planning and Development
